SEATTLE, Oct. 25— N ebraskans will gaze w ith 
w ide-o p en eyes at so me o f the elabo rate p o st-w ar 
p lanning in o ther p arts o f the co untry. 
It to uches 
virtually every field, and educatio n is no t neglected. 
In o ne o f the yo unger so uthw est states—Arizo na 
—p lans have been o utlined fo r the state university 
there invo lving the co nstructio n o f buildings o n 
the camp us estim ated to co st abo ut $2,500,000. Just 
acro ss the M isso uri river, Io wa has draw n up p o st­ 
w ar develo p m ents fo r the State University 
at 
Io wa City, and fo r the A gricultural co llege at 
Ames, calling fo r an exp enditure o f $19 ,000,000. 
Of this, $10,000,000 is to be sp ent at Io wa City 
and $9 ,000,000 at Ames, with asso ciated exp eri­ 
m ent statio ns. 


Out this way, Orego n seems to have the m o st 
p retentio us educatio nal p ro gram . It o p erates under 
a State Bo ard o f Educatio n, o f which Fred M. 
H unter, a graduate o f the U niversity o f N ebraska 
and identified w ith the teaching p ro fessio n fo r 
m any years, is the chancello r and executive head. 
Orego n has tentative p lans th at invo lve a trem en­ 
do us exp ansio n. 
All thro ugh this Co astal regio n, 
the p ace is sw ift and the tho ughts fo r the future 
are fixed up o n big things.

W hich brings us back to N ebraska. 
Its traditio n o f “p aying-as-yo u-go ” has been a 
m agnificent fo rtress in to ugh times. 
its freedo m fro m debt, its so und eco no mic 
structure is a so urce o f just p ride and o f co mfo rt. 
W hatever p lans are made, it can be taken fo r 
granted, they will fit in w ith the p ractice o f hav­ 
ing the m o ney o n hand befo re w o rk is started. 


Pro gress in the p hysical develo p m ent o f the 
University o f N ebraska has been the hard way. 
In a stretch o f 24 years, since 19 20 to 19 44, there 
have o nly been three m ajo r buildings financed 
thro ugh tax funds o n the city camp us. 
One was 
Andrew s hall, built in 19 28, at an o riginal co st 
o f $300,000. 
A seco nd was the p o wer p lant, built 
in 19 30, sup p lying all o f the cam p us w ith heat and 
electricity, at a co st o f $110,000.

that also p ro vides heat fo r N ebraska’s m agnificent 
state cap ito l building. 
Still a third was M o rrill 
Hall, 
which was
